Tho Shperiutendent-General of Indian Alfblr* 
Explains the Sltnallon. 

We find in tlio Cunnnons Diibaies, just 
to Iiaiiil, tho full text of Sir .Joliu Mac- 
douald's roniarlcB in roply tu Sir Riclmnl 
Curtwright on tiio Motlakalifla ti oublos. 
Tliu Suporiiitcndoiit-Geuural of Indian 
Atl'uirs said : I tliiiik the hoii. jjeiitleiimn 
will find all the [iartiioulara iu the annual 
report. Ifc is a very unfortunate affair al- 
tugotlier, but it is ([uite beyond tliu cou- 
tfol of tliu Dominion Govoniinent. Mr. 
UuiiCiui tivst wont there us a lay reader, 
sent by tlie Church IMissidiiary bocioby of 
England. Holms been vory successful; 
ho is a inun of great adniiiiistrativo ubil- 
it}-, and liu roiiUy made au oxceptioually 
good suttioment there. . He einpluyud 
those indiuuB iu the pursuits of white 
iiiun, especially in tanning uitd siiuLlar 
pursuits. Tho odhim tlitoluiiicum arose 
tlioro, which is tliu moat uiicoiitrullable of 
all sorts uf aiiiiiKisitios. 

.Sir Richard Cartwright— \Vor.so than 
polilioal I 

.Sir.ioiiii A. Macdoii:dil — 1 havo aeon a 
good dual of tliat udiuui, and it is cer- 
tainly a vory different thing froui Ohris- 
tiuii unity. Mr. Duncan took, I think, 
peculiar views on rolii^ious luattura, and 
.severed liiiu.ielf from tiio cimivli 
iu wiiicli lie lia.l been. It 
saeiii.s that, years and yeara ago, 
when Brillsli Cohuubiu w;i« a Urowii oni- 
ony, Sir.b'uiioB U(nigias graiiLctl a patent 
to tiio Mi.H.sioiiaiy Society, or to tliu liisbop 
as rcprb,soutiiig tliu sooiuty, of two acres 
of laud. The Missiiuiary Society sent a 
cltii'gyumn there. I think the bishop went 
there himself. That was resisted by tim 
Indians and liy j\Ir. Diincaii. He «ot Iiiiii- 
self up to iijiposu the use of those two 
aci'us by tho Kngiiah (Jliuroh hi.sliop. 'I'liu 
British Cohmibia govuniment .said: We 
must sustain tla* law, tliusu two acres were 
a Crown grant lo the oliurcli, and they 
iniKsl he allowed to bo in peaceful posBus- 
sioii of them, Tho animosity beoaiiie 
\ uiy groat, and tliu Indians look up the 
ipiai'i'ul. I may Hay that the Indiun.s are 
not by auy means unaniiiious iu regard lu 
lliis, l)ut a iiiaj<jrity followed Mr. Diuicao. 
A very eonsideralilo niiuorily, howcvur, 
adhered to tlio .systum eatabli.slied Ijy tho 
Uhurcb Missionary Society, a)id a mosL 
iinwlioleaoiiie st.ite of things arose. They 
began to pull down the houses, and J\lr. 
Duncan, uucordiug to the report of 
law otticera, broke the law. I may say 
that when I was in England 1 tried to 
lucdiato and to have matters settled. I 
.saw the loading otlicuvs of the Church 
Missionary society. Mr. Duncan was in 
England ut the time, and 1 uifured liiiii 
that if he would try and settle with the 
sDuisty, I would recommend hia appoint- 
ment as Indian iigonb for the northeast 
coast. Ho seemed inclined at one time 
to tttke it up, but in some way jr other 
we could not come to terms. Then, 1 uni 
aony to say, Mr. Duncan took the ex- 
treme step of advising the Indians to 
resist the laying out uf thoir reserves, in- 
sisting that the country belonged to the 
Iniliaus, and tliat they had never sur- 
rendered anything. Well, he carried 
that into practice, and refused to allow 
the surveyors to lay out reserves, I may 
say that Mr. O'Reilly was sent thero 
with intiination that both the Dominion 
and the Provincial governments desired 
that tho most liberal terms should bo 
made with the Indiaus. but they would 
not lj|ai^u«to^aS^!tbinK</^^ 
then/'Mil^S|^jg|p|^^Ms{^£^ 
governmeiit^we rMolved to carry out 
the law, induced the Indians to go with 
him to Alaska, and they coiiniienccd, in 
the most wanton way, to pull down the 
buiklinifs and improvements at Metlakah- 
tla, and some of tho materials they car- 
ried off to Alaska. They made a complet e 
waste of the whole thiug, in fact there 
was a sort of civil war in that settlement. 
I believe the Indians, a good many of 
them, luiieuteil going to Alaska, buwiuse 
they hud not found uvuiytliing co)ili:itr Uc 
tlioro, and tlioy arc ruturiiing in 
»n\t\\\ iiarties to Metlakahtla. It is a 
grevioua thing, beca-jso iNlr. Duncan cer- 
tainly did great service when he first went 
there, but he had boon so long governing 
the Indians in that whole region like a 
ictator, that he could nut submit to the

I'he jury found tho defenlant guilty and 
sentence was to havo been iiiissed on Wod- 
uesd.ay. The accused, owing to his fail- 
ure to put up tlie counsel's fee, conducted 
his own case, and, being somewhat under 
tho intluouce of tho ardent, he caused con- 
siderable amusement to the spectators 
and some annoyance to the judge. 

One incident which occurred is worth 
repetition. A witness for the defence 
named Pearsc was being cross-ijuostifjned 
by the prisoner with regard to the char- 
acter of an iiuiiato of Korrestor's hotel. 
Murdoch asked the same ipiesLion four or 
five times, and exa.sperated tho witness, 
who at last exclaimed : 

"Why, d— n it, CJeurgo, what do you 
mean V" 

"Ten dollars or one week," remarked 
.Judge Walkeiii almost instantly, "and in 
future havo morts roapect for tho court." 

The prisoner evidently did not think 
that he was to be found guilty, for when 
the jiiry retired to consider the evidence, 
ho fell asleop in the courtroom, and 
snored away in dreiimless repose.

He had nevertheless to be con- 
tent with the good he did and the reputa- 
tion he earned. He saw men in every 
way inferior to himself carry olf the sub- 
stantial prizes of the profession of letters. 



THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL SITE. 

To THE Editor:— Noticing a . communi 
cation in your issue of this moni- 
ing's Colonist, under the above

IliU'O aeldolu falliiii; sullit ieiitl y In wa.'ili 
olf these deleterious a'^ciils. I iiia\- h,-i\' 
that the time for work has pa.sscd; imvei 
tholoss, aiiyniie wlio ivill talx^ I hit pains In 
look over his strawberry and raspberry 
patch with two pieces ol Hat wood not 
more than one and a half inches in 
width, may tiiul ;iii(l kill as many of tin'si- 
depreilators a.s he may wish, and cvei'v 
<me so killed or trndiliMi on is the ilnalli 
of what, if it had lived, mi; hi lay odO In 
1000 eggs for tlie next year. So th.il, 
although this year tlieir name is legion, 
much good may be done in that way. But 
the true season ia early in the spring, 
when their nests can be seen in the 
forks of those trees they frequent, coi ei cd 
with a web, which preserves the eggs 
from severe weather, eacli i.est contain- 
ing perhaps 1,000 eggs, from which, as 
soon as the warm weather sets in, are 
hatched nunibors of these voracious aiii- 
niala, who iminudiately aet to work living 
on the young foliage, and if numerous, 
complotBly destroying tho tree. Now at 
this time a charge of mere gunpowder, 
without any aiiot, will dialodgc llie web 
from alnioat llio highest fruit tree, leaving 
the eggs all expoaed, almost all of wliicli 
will die. Lot tho boys have a chance at 
them with their guns — who will enjoy tin- 
sport and make such short work that only 
a few will remain ' to do harm, 1 may 
also add that on idl bushes whore tlio 
nests are seen a short stick carried in tin* 
hand would etl'uctiially diajiose of these 
injurious webs, and Victoria would soon 
enjoy tho' reput'ttion she Ima earned of 
being a beautiful place.

Thus in the'partition the IndiaiiH fi ll in 
tlie Argentines, but tlioj' kv]iL lus fai-awny 
from their owners as posaible, for fi-ar (if 
being impiessed into tlio iirmy. Tlu'ir 
-numbers liave been so much reducetl 
that tiiere are not more than 0,000 of 
them lefi, and these reniuin around 
Puenta Arenas, where they find the so- 
ciety of tlie Chillonos more agreeable tliiin 
tliat of the Argentines further . north 
They are stiU ,,niiii#u).r<^ 
rotations, and have siriiilar customs to 
those of the Sioux. The term Patagonian 
is unknown to them ami was given by 
the early exjilorers because of their largo 
• feet. Those who formerly inliabited the 
lower I.'Ltitudea had (lie tVilwil nnm 
Tehuolches, while further north they 
were called Chennas. 

The native dres.s of tlio men is n cliirpa 
or breecli clout; a shirt of calico, which 
is a modern innpTation ; legging.s of 
horrtehide or the skin of the punui (the 
iwnipa lion), anil over all a splendid robe 
of guanaoo fur tit for any king. These 
robivs, liU-c the lilanlcet "of the North 
American Iiidiiuis, are never laid aside, 
and are worn like the celebrated breed lea 
of Bryan O'Lyini. The leather .side is 
paiiiteil in bright colors, with symbol and 
tiacer^' to represent the achievements of 
the owner in battle or in the chose, and 
some of tlieut liear fantastic designs. A 
vyell tanned robe is worth half a dozen 
horses, and is much prized by the owner, 
who ^vill not parfcwit h it uide.ss lie is very- 
drunk or thirsty. Tiie best ones are 
iii;ide of the skiii.-, of youiig giianai'os, 
sewed tof;etlier witli the sinews of the 
ostrich, so tliat tlie shape of the animal 
will ajipear. The fur is soft and silken, 
tlie backs and sides being of fawn color, 
and the belly of the purest white. One 
can buy them of the traders at I»uenta 
Arenas, but they seldom go to market, as 
people on ])a.ssinf;' ves.sels jiick tliem up 
for curiosities. 

The Indian women dri>ss as the un^n 
do, and it is iliHiciilt for a stranger to 
distingui.sh llie sex of a Patagonia native, 
except from the dilVerenee in stature, as 
the wDiiien are short and stumpy and 
geiii'ially have a baby slung over their 
backs. They do all the manual labor, 
pitch the tents or toldos, as they are 
called, skin the game that is hroiiglit 
down in the chase, make the robes, cook 
the meals and everythiii'j; else in the way 
of drudgery, for their lords and ma.stcrs 
are opposed to every form of work that 
e.iiiiiot be done in the saddle. Both the 
men and women are given to wearing 
loads of solid silver ornaments, much of 
which is antique, and handed down from 
generation to generation. The silver 
comes from the Andes, and isolitained 
by trading with their neighbors, the 
Ariicaiiian Indians of Chili. Hunting is 
tlieir liusiness, and their amusements are 
gambling anil horse racing. They are 
groat smokers, but do not have tlie calu- 
met of their NorUi American brothers, 
using cigarettes exclusively, like the 
Spaniards, from whom they have ac- 
quii«d tlie habit, and rolling them with 
the skill and grace of a haughty don. — 
Philadelphia Times.

No ini|i;ict of a feather or 
feathers with a si did substance — especially 
a jnOSS covereil log -could ever make a 
sound capable of being heard for a quar- 
ter of a mile. The air .seenis to be lilh'd 
with the sound, soft as it. is, and it at'enis 
to conic to you fmni ev ery direction, so 
that it re(piires a ipiicl; anil practiced ear 
to locate it ciirrei'tly. This is pmof posi- 
tive that it is produced by vibratory ac- 
tion in the air, and not by the impact t>f 
two solid Substances.

Slie was dis- 
charged at the roipiest of Mr. Starr. The 
idtjection was that she took too many 
holidays. There was no objection to her 
teaching, 1 am a teaolior tn the school 
and also preach to the boys on Sundays. 
1 Ket a salary of |40 per month. 

Rev. Mr. Starr, sworn — There wero 
complaints made about Miss f'9wlor ab- 



senting hersolf and this was the cause of 
her being discharged. The school is Under 
the control i-f the mission board with 
headquarturs at Toronto. Rev. Mr. Hall 
is the representative in British Columbia. 
J have no control over the school. L'^'ho 
C. J. to witness, who was leaning ui tho 
witness-box, "Will you lomigo on the 
other side >" Tho witness reversed his 
lounging position to the otliQi' side of the 
witness-box.] I drew the cheijuo for 
Miss Fowler to the order of Mr. Gard- 
ner, and I undoratood that the §80 in- 
cluded §20 in lieu of one month's notice. 

His lordship said that the last witness 
seemed tn have no more backbone than a 
sausage skin tilled with water, and that if 
a witness had no more regard for his oath 
than to conduct hiiiisolf in that way, it 
wont far to shake his confidence in tho 
evidenco.
